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A FAIRGROUND oper¬ 
ator who has traded in 
Ely for almost two dec¬ 
ades has been barred 
from the city's Bank 
Holiday Monday mark¬ 
ets. 

Tourism leaders at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council have told Marie 
Bell she can no longer run 
her children’s rides on the 
holiday Mondays. 

The authority told Mrs Bell, 55, 
that her teacup ride and 
children’s roundabouts are 
suitable only for the city’s 
Thursday and Saturday markets. 

Tracey Harding, team leader 
for tourism and town centre 
services at the council said the 
authority wanted to create a 
“unique identity” for Bank 
Holiday market days and try new 
entertainment options. 

Mrs Bell, who has been a 
show-woman all her life and has 
run children’s rides in Ely for 
almost 20 years, said: “I’m so 
shocked. 

“The council said they don’t 
want me on the next Bank Holi¬ 


day Monday market or any 
others throughout the year 
because they don’t feel my rides 
are appropriate. 

“How is a children’s fairground 
ride inappropriate when the 


markets are a tourist attraction 
where families, with children, 
come? 

“Bank Holiday Monday is 
when most people are off work 
with the children as well so what 


the council is saying doesn’t add 
up.” 

Mrs Bell, who lives in White- 
cross Road, Wilburton, added: 
“This is my business - it’s how I 
earn my living and the council is 


meant to be supporting local 
businesses. 

“I rely on Ely’s markets and 
have made a good living for 
almost 20 years.

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CONTROVERSIAL plans to turn a 
listed building into council holiday 
lets are being recommended for 
approval - despite a public uproar. 

Members of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee will meet 
next week to decide the future of Makings 
Cottage in Quayside, Ely. 

Bosses at the authority have applied for 
planning permission to change the use of 
the Grade Il-listed cottage and turn it into 
two self-contained holiday lets - one single 
bedroom and one double bedroom. 

Residents and local groups have blasting 
the loss of another public building and 
accused the council of using the cottage, 
which was sold to the council along with 
The Makings in 1968, for its own financial 
gain. 

Some have suggested the building could 
be turned into a craft centre, shop or 
museum instead. 

But despite receiving 42 letters of opp¬ 
osition, the planning committee has been 
urged to approve the holiday let proposals. 

A council officer’s report said: “This 
application has aroused considerable 
public discussion. 

“The works proposed to the listed build¬ 
ing are acceptable to the conservation 
officer and will enable the building to be 
brought up to a good structural/habitable 
standard. 

“The change of use is considered to be 
both acceptable and appropriate, as the 
property is in a key position for attracting 
tourists, and the use should bring forward 
economic benefits for the council and the 
community at large.” 

The letters opposing the plans comp¬ 
lained about a lack of public consultation, 
that the building should be left for public 
use, that there is no need for more tourist 
accommodation in Ely and that there is 
inadequate parking provision. 

There were also fears about the eco¬ 
nomic viability of the building being used 
as holiday lets, access onto Jubilee Gardens 
and “unsympathetic” building changes. 

The planning meeting will be held at Ely 
Museum at 2pm next Wednesday.

The area also enjoys signifi¬ 
cantly less rain than national 
averages. 

East Hertfordshire came in 
second place, followed by 
Uttlesford in Essex, with 
Aylesbury Vale and Waverley 
in Surrey completing the top 
five. 

Huntingdonshire came 
14th in the list, St Edmunds- 
bury came 36th and Forest 


Heath 42nd. 

Overall, 15 of the top 50 
rural local authorities were in 
the south-east, with 14 in the 
east and seven in the south¬ 
west. 

Nine rural local authorities 
in the East Midlands made it 
into the top 50 best places to 
live but only three in the West 
Midlands and two in York¬ 
shire and the Humber were 
included. 

Ryedale and Hambleton 
were the only places in the 
north and Yorkshire and the 
Humber to make it on to the 
list, while no towns in the 
north-east, north-west, Scot¬ 
land or Wales were included 
in the top 50.

Report blow 
to council’s 
new HQ bid 

A COUNCIL’S hopes of moving its 
headquarters are set to be dashed 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is being urged to refuse 
plans for the City of Ely Council to 
shift its offices from Market Street, 
Ely, to Ely Cemetery in New Barns 
Road. 

The city council wants to build 
new offices, a workshop and stor¬ 
age building. City councillors said 
the new multi-purpose building 
would provide more space, in¬ 
cluding a visitor’s room, offices, 
staff restroom, visitor’s toilets and a 
storage and workshop area. 

But a report set to go to the 
district counciEs planning 
committee next week will urge 
members to refuse the application, 
citing the building’s location within 
the Ely conservation area, the size 
of the building and the “un¬ 
acceptable impact” it would have 
on nearby residents. 

The district council also believes 
the offices should be located in the 
centre of Ely. 

The report said: “The proposed 
offices and meeting room are 
classified as a town centre use. 

“The applicant has not dem¬ 
onstrated that all the centre 
options have been thoroughly 
assessed and that there are no 
town centre sites to accommodate 
the proposed development.” 

The Ely Society is also concerned 
about the plans. A spokesman said: 
“This is a very strange looking 
building and a strange comb¬ 
ination of functions. 

“We feel strongly that the city 
council offices should be in the 
centre of the city.” 

A decision on the proposals will 
be made on Wednesday.

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T here was blood, 
sweat and tears 
as runners of all 
abilities braved the 
26.2-mile London 
Marathon on Sunday. 

Tens of thousands of 
people - from elite athletes 
to fun-runners - pounded 
the capital’s streets keen to 
earn their marathon 
medals and raise stacks of 
cash for charity.

Mr Flatman took part in 
the marathon on Sunday 
to raise money for the 
Brain Injury Rehabilitation 
Trust’s centre in Ely, and 
has already raised more 
than £1,000. 

He said: “I finished in 4 
hours, 24 minutes and 44s 
seconds. I was aiming to 
complete it in under five 
hours so I was really 
pleased. 

“The atmosphere was 
amazing and I didn’t suffer 
as much as I thought I 
would so all round it was a 
great day.” 

Jayne Fuller, from Ely, 
ran in memory of her dad 
and has raised more than

Andrew Wallis, 26, the 
school’s health and safety 


officer, ran his first 
marathon in 4 hours 53 
minutes and Mark Hart, 

45, the school’s operations 
director, crossed the 
finishing line in 5 hours 13 
minutes with his wife, 

June. 

Mr Hart said: “It was 
quite an emotional 
experience as we ran up 
The Mall together. 

“This was my sixth 
London Marathon but 
June’s first. I promised her 
we would run all the way 
together. I’m so proud of 
her. It’s been an amazing 
journey for her, going from 
zero to hero.” 

Together with three 
other family members, the 
Harts’ run has already 
raised over £5,000 for 
Asthma UK, the charity 
which researches the 
disease which claimed the 
life of their 9-year-old 
nephew Danny.

Wife wins fight 
for care funds

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THE wife of a man struck 
down with dementia at the 
age of 46 has won a long- 
running fight to secure state 
funding for his care. 

Dr Rosemary Westwell’s husband 
John was sectioned in 1992 after he 
was diagnosed with Pick’s disease, 
a rare and aggressive form of early- 
onset dementia. 

Now living in a nursing home, 
the former agricultural goods sales 
rep is unable to walk, talk or feed 
himself without assistance. 

However, Dr Westwell was told in 
March 2008 that she could be liable 
for some or all of her husband’s 
£600-a-week nursing care follow¬ 
ing a reassessment of his needs. 

She chose to fight the ruling by 
NHS Cambridgeshire and has now 
been told her appeal was succ¬ 
essful, ending years of worry for 
the 62-year-old grandmother. 

Dr Westwell, from Witchford, 
said: “My husband can only move 
his arms and head, and cannot 
speak. It was ridiculous to start 
reassessing his care. 

“It has caused years of worry. 
There is no way I could ever afford 


to pay £600 a week or anything like 
that. 

“I feel it is very sad that I should 
have had years of anxiety that 
could have been avoided and that 
a lawyer had to be brought in 
before my husband could get the 
support he deserved. 

“ft would be better if John didn’t 
know what’s happening, but every 
so often I see in his eyes that he still 
knows what is happening.” 

Dr Westwell is now calling for 
rules to be simplified for long-term 
care of dementia patients, who are 
often funded by a variety of NHS 
trusts and local authorities, after 
her battle for clarification on who 
should fund her husband’s long¬ 
term needs. 


She added: “It’s only now that I 
can start helping him again. 

“I only hope that those respon¬ 
sible for the care of those who 
develop dementia will try to 
understand and sympathise with 
the family and carers more in the 
future. 

“It could be so much better if 
everyone worked together in an 
atmosphere of mutual trust 

“It seems wrong that families 
already in traumatic situations are 
put under duress as they and their 
loved ones become pawns in 
squabbles over hospital beds, 
places in care homes and costs.” 

NHS Cambridgeshire was un¬ 
available to comment.

INCREDIBLE video footage 
released this week shows how 
a car thief smashed through a 
level-crossing just seconds 
before a 75mph train hurtled 
past. 

Footage released by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police shows how 
Terence Fowler burst through 
two railway barriers during a 
high-speed chase in front of a 
120-tonne train travelling from 
Stansted to Birmingham. 

The 20-year-old, of Peyton 
Avenue, March, also swerved 
around cars, dodged oncom¬ 
ing traffic and sent a wing- 
mirror flying as he made his 
way from Peterborough to 
Whittlesey on June 20 last year. 

Driving on the wrong side of 
the road and reaching speeds 
of 90mph, he then smashed 
his stolen red Mercedes 
through the King’s Dyke level¬ 
crossing, near Whittlesey. 

The car left debris scattered 
across the line, which the train 
collided with, hurling bits of 
metal gate into the waiting 
traffic. 

Fowler was jailed for three 
and a half years at Peter¬ 
borough Crown Court after 
admitting a string of offences, 
including dangerous driving.

Bridging the funding gap at hospital

A CHARITY bridge 
evening has helped to 
buy two vital new 
pieces of machinery at 
Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge. 

Dr Jen Hughes, a 
committee member of 
the Friends of 
Addenbrooke’s, 
organised the 
fundraising event in 
Witcham. 

It raised £1,248 for 
the hospital’s 
paediatric intensive 
care unit (PICU) - 
helping to buy two 
TRAM (Transferable 
Module) machines. 

The machines, 
which cost £4,000 
each, measure carbon 
dioxide levels using a 
skin probe, instead of 
a needle, to get 
continuous readings 
from the patient. 

For seriously ill 
children, particularly 
infants and babies, it 
is critical to act on 
small changes in 
carbon dioxide, which 
can have serious 
consequences to their 
health. 

Dr Hughes, who 
lives in Stuntney, 
organised the 
fundraising event to 
raise money for one 
machine as her 5- 
year-old grandson, 

Sam Bradley, spends a 
lot of time in the PICU. 


He suffers with a 
rare dysautonomia 
condition and knows 
only too well how 
much distress can be 
caused by reading 
carbon dioxide levels 
using a needle. 

Since the bridge 


evening, Dr Hughes 
has requested that the 
friends committee buy 
a second TRAM 
machine for the unit to 
help even more 
patients. 

She said: “I am very 
grateful to the friends 


and the players for 
generously supporting 
the evening. 

“We are delighted to 
be supporting day to 
day patient care by 
funding two machines 
at a cost of £4,000 per 
machine.”

Valerie Masters, from Wicken, 
said: “I was walking to Pocket 
Park the other day and saw 
the work at the Sainsbury’s 
site.

Council last summer.

reasonable excuse, the boy has now been 
made subject to a 12-month youth 
rehabilitation order by magistrates in 
Cambridge. 

At a previous court hearing at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court, Sally Hickling, 
prosecuting, told magistrates how the 
boy had been “showing the gun to other 
pupils”. 


She said: “Police attended after a call 
was made by the school’s student 
support manager, saying a pupil had a 
brought a gun into school with him. 

“She said he’d been showing the gun to 
other pupils and that students said they 
had been shown it inside his rucksack. 

“She explained how she confronted 
the student about the gun and that he 
ran off past the English block and 
dumped the gun in a hedge near some 
skips. 

“The gun was then retrieved by 
another teacher. 

“She asked the pupil where the gun 


came from, to which he replied it was his 
mum’s and that he’d got it from the 
kitchen drawer at home.” 

The teenager, who has since been 
excluded from the school, also pleaded 
guilty to a charge of stealing £400 in cash 
from his mother on February 10, which 
he admitted was to buy cigarettes and 
cannabis. 

The order requires the boy to attend 
regular meetings with the county’s youth 
offending team, who will keep tabs on 
his behaviour. 

The bench also ordered forfeiture and 
destruction of the gun.

Two fire crews from Ely went 
to the scene in Short Road on 
Tuesday, April 12 at 11,45am.

According to the Diocese of Ely, the 
church has one bell, dated 1691, 
which was a gift from Ely Cathedral. 

It also has a font made out of Italian 
marble, which has an elaborate 
wooden cover suspended from the 
roof by the figure of an angel. 

Discussions are now under way 
about the future of the church and 
villagers are being assured a 
“sustainable use” will be found.

The incident was reported 
to Anglia Revenues Partner¬ 
ship (ARP), which handles 
council tax and housing ben¬ 
efit claims for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
which confirmed the resident 
concerned had been a victim 


of a scam. 

Linda Grinnell, head of 
finance at the district council, 
said: “We would always advise 
residents to be very wary of 
any individual asking for 
money or offering rebates 
over the phone. In this case, 
someone has lost their hard- 
earned money to what is a 
case of cold call fraud. 

“Anglia Revenues Partner¬ 
ship doesn’t contact East 
Cambridgeshire residents in 
this way. 

“If a rebate was due to a 


council taxpayer, they would 
be notified in writing. 

“We would encourage 
anyone who is suspicious to 
end the call, report the matter 
to the police and also get in 
touch with the Anglia Rev¬ 
enues Partnership team who 
can be contacted on (01842) 
756 567. 

“Only by reporting these 
incidents can we be sure to 
stop the vulnerable from 
being taken advantage esp¬ 
ecially in these very difficult 
times.”

THE Twilight films have a great deal 
to answer for. The teen romances 
have whetted an appetite for 
fantastical adventures. 

Now, director Catherine Hardwicke, 
who brought the first Twilight film to 
the screen, slavishly follows the 
same template in her reworking of 
this classic fairytale. 

Thus we have a beautiful heroine 
torn between two potential suitors, 
one of whom might be a werewolf, 
the other a brooding Brit; Billy Burke 
in a thankless supporting role as 
her protective father; sweeping 
aerial shots of lush forests; and a 
rock soundtrack to underscore the 
lingering glances and angst of the 
protagonists. 

If Red Riding Hood didn’t pander to 
the 12A certificate, complete with a 
chaste fumble in the hay, there is 
potential here for a horror story. 

Yet, every time Hardwicke’s film 
threatens to veer into dark territory, 
it’s sweetened with a drizzle of 
sickly sweet romance and heartfelt 
outpourings such as, “The only life I 
want is with you.” 

Valerie (Amanda Seyfried) lives with 
her father Cesaire (Billy Burke), 


mother Suzette (Virginia Madsen) 
and older sister in a village plagued 
by a werewolf. 

Every full moon, the locals tether a 
pig to a stake as a sacrifice and 
lock their doors. 

Away from the bloodshed, Valerie is 
in love with best friend Peter (Shiloh 
Fernandez) but must marry Henry 
Lazar (Max Irons), whose family 
fortune provides the best chance of 
a rosy future. 

When the beast claims the life of 
Valerie’s sister, renowned werewolf 
hunter Father Solomon (Gary 
Oldman) vows to unmask the 
lycanthrope in their midst. 

Red Riding Hood uses the familiar 
story as a hook for a predictable 


menage a trois. 

Employing logic, the identity of the 
werewolf is evident before the big 
reveal and the fairytale’s iconic 
exchange - “grandmother, what big 
eyes you have!” - is consigned to a 
nightmare sequence, eliciting 
giggles as we await grandmother’s 
payoff lines. 

Seyfried provides a nice visual 
contrast to her two tall, dark suitors 
and Oldman merrily chews scenery 
as the zealous werewolf hunter. The 
cast look good close-up and 
manage to keep straight faces as 
they deliver some terrible dialogue 
(“I could eat you up!”) We’re not so 
strong-willed and snort with 
derision into our popcorn.

Heavenly and homegrown 


A T this time of year, no- 
nonsense TV gardener 
Christine Walkden’s 
dining room table looks like a 
potting shed paradise, 
disappearing under a sea of 
seed trays, plant pots and 
other bits and pieces to 
encourage young plants into 
growth. 

Some of the space will be taken up 
with the summer veg she’ll be 
growing this year including 
tomatoes, runner beans and 
sweetcom, her three favourites. 

“Runner beans are easy if you 
don’t start them off too early,” says 
Walkden, author of No-nonsense 
Vegetable Gardening. 

“People tend to sow them too early 
and then they get hit by the frost and 
the cold weather. I always sow mine, 
at the earliest, the first week in April 
under protection. Outside, they can 
still go in in May or June and you’ll 
have a crop by August.” 

Runner beans need a sunny, well- 
drained spot which shouldn’t be 
overly manured or you’ll encourage a 
lot of leaf rather than fruits, she 
notes. 

“Either put them up tripods or 
beanpoles or train them along 
chicken wire. In a small garden you 
can grow them in containers. If you 
put a few plants in a 12-inch 
container you'll get a decent crop. 

Use John Innes No 2 or a good

quality multi-purpose compost.” 

Walkden, whose favourite 
varieties include Red Rum, doesn’t 
feed her runner beans in the ground 
at all but she does add a lot of 
organic matter each year. However, 
growing them in pots you need to 
feed them weekly with a tomato 
fertiliser. It’s rich in potash which 
promotes flowers or fruit. 

She grows sweet peas with them, 
to encourage pollinating insects to 
the plants, prompting a better crop. 

“Don’t overwater them while they 
are growing, but water them once 
they start flowering and continue 
while you're harvesting,” she advises. 

“People who overwater them early 
on will get lots of foliage but few 
flowers.” 

Sweetcom is another of her 
favourite summer veg. “I love the 
flavour of sweetcom, roasted or 
steamed or barbecued straight off the 
plant. There’s nothing like it. If 
you’ve had shop-bought sweetcom 
and then grow your own, you won’t 


know it’s the same veg.” 

Walkden insists you don’t need a 
lot of room to grow sweetcom, even 
though the plants can reach 7ft in 
height, depending on the variety. 

“You can grow them in a laundry 
basket. The key thing is that you 
don’t plant them in a straight row 
because they are wind-pollinated and 
the wind will blow the pollen away 
from the plants. Plant them in a 
square or a group, the pollen will 
stay within the group so you have 
better pollination.” 

Sweetcom shouldn’t be sown 
before early April under protection, 
or late May outside. Don’t let them 
become too wet if they’ve been sown 
under protection. 

“I always put my pumpkins and 
squashes underneath them to save 
space and both do well together. 
Again, I use John Innes No 2.” 

Keep the plants weeded, water 
them regularly once the cobs have 
started to form and they will be ripe 
when the tassels at the top of the cob 
start to go brown. Sow in late April 
or May and you should be able to 
harvest in late July or August. 

The seed packets may tell you that 
one plant will produce three to four 
cobs, but Walkden, who's been 
growing sweetcom for 40 years, says 
a more realistic estimate is one to 
two cobs per plant. 

Tomatoes provide a real taste of 
summer and Walkden only grows 
one variety, Sungold, a cordon type 
producing orange-coloured cherry 


tomatoes. 

“I’ve tried lots of other varieties 
such as Tumbler and Brandywine but 
they don’t taste of anything.” 

She doesn’t have a greenhouse but 
sows her tomatoes from seed in 
plastic pots on the dining room table, 
transplants them into individual pots 
in multi-purpose compost when 
they’re an inch high and then around 
a month later she puts them into a 
cold frame to harden them off, 
planting them out in late May or 
early June. 

Like all cordon tomatoes, Sungold 
need to be side-shooted (removing 
the sideshoots) as the plants grow up 
to 5ft, and watered regularly, but not 
too much, she notes. 

“They don’t want to dry out but a 
lot of people overwater them and 
they become very pappy, with no 
flavour. If they’re in a pot or 
growbag, stick your finger in to 
make sure they’re moist.” 

If they’re planted in the ground, 

Walkden doesn’t feed them, but in a 
container she’ll give them a weekly 
boost with tomato fertiliser. But she 
digs in plenty of compost to her 
garden beds each year, which helps 
eliminate the need for feeding. 

By the end of May or beginning of 
June, Walkden should be able to see 
her dining room table again - as her 
plants begin to flourish outside.

A NEW MG car rolled off the 
production line at 
Longbridge this week 
heralding what the company 
hopes will be a new era of 
manufacturing, six years 
after thousands of jobs were 
shed when the West Mid¬ 
lands factory closed. 

The first car off the line - a red 
MG6 - was driven by the plant’s 
only female factory worker, Lisa 
Ponter. 

Some of the factory’s 400 workers 
gathered to watch the car as it 
emerged from production amid 
clouds of dry ice and bursts of 
coloured foil confetti. 

MG, now owned by Chinese car 
company SAIC, is describing the 
new vehicle as the first all-new MG 
for 16 years. 

The Longbridge plant closed six 
years ago to the week, leading to the 
loss of 6,500 jobs. 

Miss Ponter, who was one of 
those who lost her job, said she did 
not hesitate to return when 
production at the site resumed. 

She said: “It’s very exciting, it is 
great to see cars coming off the line 
again. It’s been too long and 
hopefully more people will be 
employed here. 

“We’ve had our down times when 
we thought it was never going to 
happen because we’ve been here a 
while but we have just been working 
hard to get to this day and it has 
finally arrived. 

“I think it’s a sign that things are 
on the up for the car industry.” 

Speaking about her role driving 


the car off the production line she 
added: “It was very nerve-wracking. 
I was shaking to start with, hoping 
everything went to plan, which it 
did. 

“And there we have it - the car 
came out on time and in the right 
place.” 

It is expected that the 1.8-litre 
MG6 will compete with the likes of 
the Volkswagen Golf and Ford 
Focus. 

Some of the production of the 
MG6 will be in China, with the 
engine and electrics, as well as the 
testing, at Longbridge. 


Prices for the four-door car are 
expected to start at around £15,500, 
going up to about £19,000. 

The MG6 is a welcome boost to 
the UK car industry after it was 
badly hit by the recession at the end 
of the last decade. 

Production and sales dipped 
alarmingly at the beginning of 2009 
before rallying on the back of the 
Labour government’s car-scrappage 
scheme. 

Craig Osman, manufacturing 
manager at the Longbridge plant, 
said: “This has been a very exciting 
time. This is the first all-new 


product out of this plant for 16 
years. 

“Everybody has been involved in 
this project from start to finish so to 
get the first customer car off the line 
is very exciting. 

“The economic climate has been 
tough in the West Midlands in 
general over the last couple of years. 

“We’ve got an exciting product, 
it’s fresh to the market and hope¬ 
fully the public will back us and buy 
the product. 

“So hopefully this is a new start 
for the Longbridge plant and 
hopefully the West Midlands.” 


Audi Q3: Rugged 
SUV - quattro or 
no quattro 

A NEW compact Audi SUV makes its world 
debut this week at the 2011 Shanghai Motor 
Show. 

As a new departure for an Audi SUV, the 
predominantly quattro-equipped range will 
also include a front-wheel-drive model that 
will give absolute priority to efficiency. This 
2.0-litre TDI, 137bhp version with manual 
transmission will weigh in at under 1,500kg - 
a remarkable figure by SUV standards - and 
will be capable of 54mpg. 

Three engines will initially be available, all 
combining direct fuel injection with turbo 
charging - the 2.0-litre TFSI petrol unit in 
166bhp and 205bhp forms and the 2.0-litre 
TDI with 174bhp. The top ranking 2.0-litre 
TFSI unit powers the Q3 to 62mph in 6.9 
seconds and on to a 143mph top speed. 

Soon after launch the 136bhp 2.0-litre TDI will 
be offered in the entry level front-drive Q3. 

The 2.0 TD1136bhp and 2.0 TFS1166bhp 
engines will be linked to six-speed manual 
transmission as standard, while the 2.0 TDI 
174bhp and 2.0 TFSI 205bhp units will 
feature the acclaimed seven-speed S tronic 
twin-clutch transmission. 

The Q3 SUV will be priced from around 
£25,000 and is due on sale in November.
